Shimon Peres, the Israeli in­ 
formation minister, told news­ 
men after the meeting at P re ­ 
m ier Golda Meir’s office that 
Israel would give Kissinger its 
final decision today on 
the 
agreem ent that would separate 
the w arring Syrian and Israeli 
arm ies on the Golan Heights, 
where fighting has raged for 
nearly three months. 
Asked what the decision in­ 
volved, P e re s rep lied : 
“ A 
package deal ... All parts of an 
agreem ent.” 
“ We had a very 
detailed 
meeting, the result of which is 
that the cabinet will meet to 
make a decision,” added Israeli 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban.

Reports from sources close to 
the negotiations indicated it 
would be a difficult decision for 
the Israelis, and that Kissinger

Gromyko, in a brief state­ 
ment distributed by the Syrian

Kissinger

Survey Shows Women Officers' 
Performance on Par With Men's 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Many of the men in blue don’t 
agree, but women have joined 
Washington's finest with flying 
colors, says the Police Founda­ 
tion. 
A survey which compared the 
perform ance of 86 women pa­ 
trol officers with that of 86 men 
showed “generally sim ilar” re­ 
sults, the foundation said Sun­ 
day. 
The report said that “women 
made fewer arrests and gave 
fewer traffic citations,” but 
added it was not clear whether 
that was because they were too 
easy or simply that men are too 
tough. 
It was clear, however, that 
many of the 
male officers 
aren’t enthused about the pres­ 
ence of their women counter­ 
parts 
Typical ot interviews, said 
the foundation, were these re­ 
m arks: 


“Most women panic easily ... 
Women are not aggressive and 
tend to lay back and act as a 
ride-along or report taker .... 
There aren't too many females 
who can handle themselves or 
situations \vhen things get 
rough .. . They belong in an 
office. 
There were a few positive ap­ 
praisals. 
“ I have lound female officers 
to be more intelligent .... less 
quick to anger .... I feel the 
intelligence and commitment of 
several female officers to be in 
refreshing co n trast to the 
crybaby attitu d e of m any 
m ales.’’ 
Patrick V.Murphy, president 
of the private nonprofit founda­ 
tion, said the findings “will be 
useful for police agencies na­ 
tionwide” as they attem pt to 
comply with federal law requir­ 
ing equal employment oppor­ 
tunities for women.

A report by a new planning office in the 
Interstate Commerce Commission <1CC> takes 
exception to DOT's methods ih arriving at the 
conclusion that some 16.000 miles of track in 17 
states is “ potentially excess’’ and could be 
abandoned 
APPARENTLY THE general outpouring of 
opposition to the DOT report (including local 
businessmen and public officials' did some good 
In claiming that a low volume of freight 
business is not sufficient justification for track 
abandonment, the ICC study said: 
“The general outcry against (abandonments» 
should 
convince 
government 
planners 
and 
policymakers alike that the public is not willing 
to accept any proposal resulting in massive 
abandonment of rail service while ignoring the 
social, environmental and economic costs of 
such an action, and not providing the opportunity 
lor full public hearings 
The report was submitted to the C S. Railway 
Association, 
a 
new 
governm ent 
agency 
established by the 1973 Rail Reorganization Law 
and charged w ith drawing up a final route plan 
Not Enough English 


"G utenT ag” is not a new children's game, but 
for millions of American youngsters with no 
desire to set foot inside a foreign language 
classroom, that simple Germ an phrase for 
“ Hello” may as well be. Unless this alarm ing 
disinterest in other languages and cultures is 
dispelled, our young people will undoubtedly 
have trouble coping w ith the rest of the world in 
the years ahead 
For decades, higher education in the United 
States wisely stressed the importance of foreign 
language instruction by making it m andatory. In 
recent years, the requirem ents were lifted, and. 
according to the Modern Language Association, 
foreign language classes in high school and 
college fell 9.2 percent from 1970 to 1972. Now 
that modern technology has brought the peoples 
erf the world into daily contact with each other, 
such 
an 
indifferent 
attitude 
toward 
other 
societies can only be described as disastrous to 
the future of international understanding 
Many countries have recognized this danger 
by placing added emphasis on foreign languages 
in their schools. The m essage for Americans 
should be clear. Knowledge of the English 
language alone simply will not suffice in thi|i 
interdependent, multilingual world of ours. 


The 1CV recommended outright rejection of 
the adm inistration's narrow statistical base for 
determ ining whether a route is,w orth m ain­ 
taining and said rail lines should be considered 
as segments of a total system rather than have 
each small link show individual profitability. 
WHILE POURING 
cold w ater on DOT’s 
report and attem pting to broaden the basis for 
judging the value of a particular stretch of track, 
the ICV study did not offer specific coun­ 
tersuggestions on what routes are necessary for 
a viable rail system. 
Nevertheless, it is encouraging that DOT 
report has gotten an official rap on the knickles 
for its ludicrous proposal 
The stage now’ is set for U. S. Railway 
Association to m a k e its determination on line 
abandonment by Oct. 29. It would not be a bad 
idea for businessmen, individual citizens and 
public officials to make their feelings known to 
the association on the necessity for keeping 
railroad lines open in this section of Ohio. 
Big Penny Pinch 


Along with all the troubles, a new menance has 
made its appearance — the penny-pinching 
crisis. 
Banks and stores are telling everybody the 
problem has reached the red alert stage. 
Hoarders seem to think that the copper in 
pennies eventually will be worth more than the 
face value of the coins and they will be able to 
m ake a profit. In other words, they see the sam e 
thing happening to copper-base coins that 
happened to silver and gold coins. 
Experts are saying this is not so, but after 
what economists have done to the art of ‘ex­ 
pertise’ — who’s listening anymore? 
It seems to us that any policy of paying a 
premium for pennies encourages people to hold 
on to them, either hoping the price will go higher 
or waiting until they have enough to get paid a 
decent-size bonu$. 
Now comes the Treasury Departm ent with a 
plan to present an “exceptional public service 
certificate” to anyone who turns in $25 or more in 
pennies. 
THAT'S A PRETTY superflous gesture isn’t 
it? We can think of a lot of people much more 
deserving of service recognition than those who 
turn in their pennies. 
If you keep those pennies out of curculation in 
hopes of reaping a sm all profit, then you can’t 
complain about unfair 1\rab and Venezuelan oil 
prices, or gold speculators who cause economic 
headaches, because the sam e principle applies 
— get all you can without regard to con­ 
sequences.

Jackson said he was not going 
to express an opinion on the 
guilt or innocence of Mr. Nixon, 
since he expects to have to sit 
as a juror in a Senate trial later 
this year on the ouster of the 
President. Nor does he favor

Nixon temporarily step-

ing aside in favor of the Vice 
resident, as provided under 
the 25th Amendment. 
However. Jackson did call for 
the appointment of a respected 
American to a new position of

publish in the Congressional 
Record how much of the tax­ 
payer’s money each junketeer 
spends.” 
The 
editorial 
hit 
H ays’ 
“absurd argument” he was 
merely trying to hold down 
printing costs. 
In the interview, Hays said 
his provision ending publication 
of the travel hsts, provided that 
each of the two dozen House 
com m ittees 
maintain such 
records 
and 
make 
them 
available 
to the 
public 
on 
request. However, a check of 10 
committees by Congressional 
Q uarterly, 
a 
Washington 
research firm which keeps tabs 
on Congress, revealed that such 
records were not available. 
“That’s not my fault,” said 
Hays. “I have no control over 
the committees.” 
HOWEVER. 
Hays did say 
that he will now offer an 
amendment which will provide 
that in future years records of 
congressional foreign travel be 
m aintained 
by 
his

Com m ittee 
which would provide a central 
place for public inspection. 
Hays said 
“a 
lot of the 
members are sensitive about 
news stories of their foreign 
travel." 
“I have been trying to get 
some members of fny Foreign 
Operations Subcommittee 
to 
make a badly needed inspection 
trip abroad to checkup on the 
State Department’s disposing 
of government property," he 
said. “But I can’t get them to go 
because they are afraid of 
publicity.” 
IN 1972 
foreign trips were 
made by 233 congressmen who 
went abroad a total of 328 
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tim es. The Appropriations 
Com m ittee m em bers spent 
$112,431 on such trips and the 
House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
m ittee m em bers, including 
Hays, spent $102,724. 
Last year congressmen got 
$50-per-day expense allow ances 
while traveling abroad. In his 
bill ending publication of travel 
lists, Hays upped the travel 
allowance to $75 per day. 
THE PUBLISHED 
records 
for 1972 show that Hays made 
four foreign trips; in February, 
May, June and November. His 
travels took Hays to Bermuda, 
England, Germany, Belgium 
and Italy. 
The travel records for last 
year will not be published, so 
the extent of Hays travel during 
1973 in unknown. However in 
one publicized incident, Hays 
and a group of congressional 
colleagues had to come rushing 
back from the Middle East in 
October

Massacre” 
. when it appeared the House 
was going to' vote on

The USIA is the foreign in­ 
formation arm of the American 
government, has public affairs 
officers in dozens of U .S. em ­ 
bassies around the world ,and 
operates libraries in scores of 
foreign countries.

of 
measuring out 12 cups of milk, I 
just grabbed a quart fruit ja r 
and filled it three times. I knew 
immediately that the recipe 
wasn’t right. Way too w atery 
and thin. Then I m easured and 
sure enough I had a cup and a 
half too much liquid. 
Now, you all rem em ber this 
when you do your canning. 
A lw ays 
use 
sta n d a rd 
m easuring cups, 
not com ­ 
m ercial 
co n tainers 
when 
following a recipe. 
And you should have seen my 
pickles 
last 
y ear! 
And 
chowchow! They were so sour 
people’s lips puckered when 
they ate ’em. 
Know why? A darn quart of 
vinegar isn’t a quart! And for 
that m atter it isn’t even 32 fluid 
ounces as it says. It is 36 oun­ 
ces. 


My recipe called for two 
quarts of vinegar and being a 
brainless wonder, I just poured 
two quarts of the sour stuff in 
which was exactly one whole 
cup too much. Hovw does that 
grab you? It sure didn’t me. 
For family gatherings and 
guild suppers I am always 
asked to bring my famous 
potato salad. The quart bottle of 
mayonnaise isn’t a quart (or 
four cups). It’s four and a half 
cups, my loves. M easure it and 
see for yourselves. 
Now let’s get down to pints. 
Same thing. When a recipe calls 
for one pint of mayonnaise 
don’t just grab a new jar and 
dump. A pint is two cups — and 
another additional half. 
And if any of you will drop me, 
a line and tell me why a quart of 
mayonnaise m easures four and 
a half cups when it plainly 
states one quart on the jar, I 
will be forever grateful.

ma> gradually taper off with an 
occasional period or even stop 
suddenly. 
You should know that you can 
still get pregnant even after 
your periods stop completely. 
Many a middle-aged pregnancy 
has 
occurred because the 
couple thought that the woman 
was no longer capable of having 
children. 
You can still ovulate even 
though you may not be men­ 
stru a tin g 
N ever m ake the 
m istake of assum ing that 
m enstruation and ovulation are 
the sam e thing

aw aren ess. U nder d ifferen t 
circum stances you might not 
even notice. This problem is 
sometimes caused by wax in 
the ear. or any inflammation.

problem. Women often become 
easily agitated with problems 
they would ordinarily take in 
stride.

I'm inclined to think 
that a less stressful life is better 
than tranquilizers. Of course, if 
you are irritable it is the wrong 
tim e to use nervous stim ulants 
that have effects exactly op­ 
posite* to tranquilizers.

Anyone who has 
irrita b ility problem s should 
consider stopping it entirely. A 
decaffeinated product is often 
useful in these instances.

week announced economic pro­ 
posals with unsettling implica­ 
tions for many nations still try­ 
ing to cope with rising world oil 
prices. 
Much of the increase in pet­ 
roleum prices is a result of di­ 
rect action by the sm aller and 
less-developed Middle E ast na­ 
tions which produce oil. 
Jam aica is the world’s big­ 
gest producer of bauxite, the 
m ain source of aluminum. 
P rim e 
M inister 
M ichael 
Manley said that since talks 
with bauxite companies hadn't 
produced an acceptable price 
agreem ent, he wanted to raise 
income by imposing a new levy 
on the ore and requiring the 
companies to produce certain 
am ounts of bauxite each year. 
One of the companies, Alcan 
Aluminum of Canada, said that 
Jam aica had also indicated it 
might want a share in the com- 
ixinies themselves. 
M anley’s 
proposal 
still 
needed legislative approval and 
there were signs that the gov­ 
ernm ent might still negotiate 
even 
if the proposal w as 
(Kissed. W hatever the outcome, 
however, the exchange bore 
fairly directly on worries ex­ 
pressed by the United States 
and many other developed con­ 
sum er nations. 
The Nixon adm inistration has 
argued that new international 
trade talks are needed to avoid 
a 
“beggar-thy-neighbor” ap­ 
proach to world trade seen as 
fueling already serious inter­ 
national inflation. 
Am bassador William Eberle. 
the Nixon adm inistration's spe­ 
cial trade representative, is 
am ong econom ic sp ecialists 
who argue that without a new 
and broader view of the inter­ 
related world 
economy, 
in­ 


flation may be shipped around 
the world with commodities as 
their prices rise. 
Negotiators for the aluminum 
companies have argued that 
the levy would mean higher 
aluminum prices and might 
make Jam aican bauxite un­ 
competitive in world m arkets. 
Manley argued that his pro­ 
posal could bring Jam aica $189 
million in revenues by mid- 
1975. The Anaconda Co., anoth­ 
er one of the companies in­ 
volved, argued that the levy 
would add $10 million to $12.5 
million in direct costs to its op­ 
erations in its first year. 
The stock 
m arket, 
m ean­ 
while, reflected investors’ wor­ 
ries about seeing signs of a pat­ 
tern fam iliar from other parts 
of the world developing in the 
Caribbean. 
The day after Manley’s an­ 
nouncement, aluminum com­ 
pany stocks led a broad retreat 
in stock prices on Wall Street, 
although trading was relatively 
slow. The New York Stock Ex­ 
change index dropped .35 to 
47.38, declining to its lowest 
level in 3«* years The Dow 
Jones Industrial index dropped 
10.72 points to 835.34.

I’m not a recluse, and I 
don’t live in the past. I travel so 
much that when I wake up in 
the morning I sometimes don’t 
know which side of the bed to 
get out of. I have an insatiable 
curiosity about everything, and 
I like young people.” 
Fortunately, 
producer Bill 
Frye and director Jack Smight 
did not want her to play a psy­ 
cho star in the sequel to Uni- 
versal’s biggest moneymaker. 
Even so, she found the dialogue 
“titsie-pooJ’ 
She cam ! up with a solution: 
instead of portraying some m y­ 
thical movie star, why not call 
the character Gloria Swanson? 
“Then I could talk the way I 
do normally, and I could bring 
my own food aboard the air­ 
plane — everybody knows I’m 
somewhat of a nut about food,” 
she said. 
The film m akers were de­ 


lighted with her suggestion, and 
she is now playing herself in the 
m ultistar case of jet travelers 
in jeopardy. After 60 years in 
films, the magic is still there. 
When she swept out of her 
dressing room, tram loads of 
tourists on the Universal Studio 
Tours gawked in awe. 
She is indeed a phenomenon, 
linking the film industry to its 
very beginnings yet refusing to 
bury herself in memories.

Take a 
sip of skim milk and she com­ 
m ents, “No adult should drink 
m ilk, especially pasteurized 
milk; it is simply a repository 
of dead germ s.” 
M iss Sw anson sta rte d in 
movies in 1914 at the Essenay 
studios in her native Chicago. 
She has never made a secret of 
her age and boasts that she has 
three children, seven erand- 


childrenanda great-grandchild 
on the way —“that’s one up on 
Marlene (D ietrich).” 
“The past never intrigued 
m e,” she reflected. “ I’m inter­ 
ested in the ‘now.’ Life is a 
constant surprise to me, and 
each morning I wake up and 
say, ‘What now, God?’ 
“People grow old because 
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they get bored — first with 
themselves, then with the world 
around them. They start get­ 
ting ailm ents and they take 
something for the pain, so 
they’re not all here much of the 
time. T hat’s not my idea of liv­ 
ing.”

His potential shutout was 
ruined with a hefty swing in the 
sixth by Harrelson. the Mets 
shortstop who was met at Riv­ 
erì ront Stadium with boos for a 
listfight last fall with Cincin­ 
nati's Pete Rase. 
Harrelson slammed a two- 
nin homer, but it was the best 
ol tense the Mets could muster 
against Norman 
Prior to the game. Rose and 
Harrelson posed for pictures in 
an icy atmosphere. Neither ex­ 
changed glances or talked with 
the other. 
"1 just pray." said Rose lat­ 
er» "that our people don't throw 
things at Harrelson. I've got to 
go to that jungle next week." 
He was referring to a Reds 
planned visit to Shea Stadium, 
where his collision with Harrel­ 
son at second base ignited a 
slugfest and a stormy outburst 
from Mets fans. 
Rose sparked the downfall of 
Sea ver. now 2-5. with a leadoff 
single on a checked swing. He 
scored on Tony Perez* bases 
loaded groundout. Newcomer 
Terr> Crowley pushed across 
another run with a sacrifice fly 
and Dave Concepcion's single 
made it 3-0 in the first. 
Morgan and Johnny Bench 
slammed back-to-back doubles

N EW Y O R K (A P ) — Many of 
the problems that afflicted the 
stock market in the recent past 
were pecularily its own-home- 
grown or self-inflicted by fric­ 
tion. greed, inefficiency, tim ­ 
idity. temerity, procrastination 
and the like. 
But the market also shares a 
common gripe with individual 
and corporate 
Am ericans 
Taxes, it argues, are needlessly 
hurting both brokers and cus­ 
tomers. 
Moreover, they are 
counterproductive for govern­ 
ment: they hurt it too. 
If there is one thing that all 
segments of the market can 
agree upon, it is this. Nobody 
believes that a change in the 
tax laws u ill set off a bull m ar­ 
ket. but most believe it w ill spur 
considerable 
activity 
and 
revenues. 
The main contention of tax- 
change advocates is that capi­ 
tal gains should be taxed on a 
sliding scale, 
based on 
the 
amount of time elapsed be­ 
tween 
purchase and 
sale 
Stocks held for the shortest 
time would be taxed the heavi­ 
est 
Under the existing system, 
one-half of all ‘long-term" capi­ 
tal gains are taxed, no matter if 
held for the minimum period of 
six months or for 25 years 
Thousands of stockholders are 
locked into their gains, it is 
contended, because of this. 
If the tax bite were reduced 


on a sliding scale, based on the 
length 
of 
time 
held, 
these 
shareholders would be inclined 
to take their profits, thus spurr 
ing market activity and auto­ 
matically providing tax reve­ 
nue for government. 
The Securities Industry Asso­ 
ciation. made up of brokers, 
uses this illustration to demon­ 
strate what it feels is the ineq­ 
uity and failure of the existing 
system of taxing capital gains: 
John 
Jones 
bought 
$1,000 
worth of stock in 1962 and con­ 
sidered selling it in 1973 for a 
$300 profit. On this long-term 
profit Jones would have had to 
pay a capital gains tax on $150. 
During this period, however, 
the value of the dollar shrank 
27.2 per cent. In purchasing 
power, Jones’ $1,300 proceeds 
would be worth only $946, or $44 
less than his original $1,000 — 
before taxes 
In effect. Jones noted, he 
would be taxed on an illusory 
gain if he sold. Unable to face 
this prospect, and not needing 
the money immediately he de­ 
layed making his move 
The 
money remained locked in The 
government got no revenue 
Jones is hardly a typical ex­ 
ample; his account is smaller 
than a good many of those the 
industry would like to see un­ 
locked. But the SIA argues that 
a sliding tax scale shouldn't be 
construed as a gift 
to 
the 


The median income of the na­ 
tion's 32 million stockholders in 
a 1970 survey was $13,500, it 
claims, adding that the largest 
grouping 
of 
shareholders 
earned between 
$10,000 and 
$15,000 annually. 
But there are wealthy stock 
holders too, need anybody be 
told? The association claims 
that a Treasury Department 
estimate places the amount tied 
up in tax-idled accounts at a 
minimum of $233 billion. 
The ST A estimates that for 
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every billion dollars unlock«!, 
the government would collect 
$200 million in taxes. That is, if 
capital gains obligations were 
scaled down from 100 per cent 
in shares held less than three 
months to 10 per cent on shares 
held more than 20 years.
